2. THE VENEZUELAN CONGRESS IS DEBATING NOW THE 
RESOLUTION OF SUPPORT FOR CAP ' S DECREE SUSPENDING SOME 
CIVIL LIBERTIES FOR 10 DAYS. CONGRESSIONAL DEBATE SO 
FAR HAS CONTINUED THE TREND OF EARLIER PUBLIC COMMENTARY 
TODAY — OVERWHELMING SUPPORT FOR THE PRESIDENT'S FIRM 
DEFENSE OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL ORDER. SOME CONGRESSMEN, 
INCLUDING E.G. EX-PRESIDENT RAFAEL CALDERA, HAVE 
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UNFORTUNATELY TAKEN THE OCCASION TO LINK THE COUP TO THE 
SOCIAL SUFFERINGS CAUSED BY RECENT GOV ECONOMIC POLICIES 
AND TO THE FOREIGN DEBT. WHILE THE COUP PLOTTERS WILL 
PERHAPS ALLEGE SUCH LINKAGE IN THEIR EVENTUA L TRIALS, WE 
DO NOT BELIEVE THERE IS ANY VALID CONNECTION I 



3. IN ACCORDANCE WITH EAC DECISIONS MADE TODAY 
(SEPTEL) , MOST EMBASSY STAFF WILL LEAVE FOR HOME BEFORE 
SUNDOWN AND MOST OPERATIONS WILL BE SUSPENDED. HOWEVER, 
A CRISIS DUTY OFFICER WILL REMAIN THROUGH THE NIGHT OF 
FEBRUARY 4-5. THIS OFFICER WILL BE POLOFF JAMES GLENN 
FROM 1800 TO MIDNIGHT; FROM MIDNIGHT TO 0700 ON 
FEBRUARY 5, POLOFF VICTOR VOCKERODT. IN ADDITION TO THE 
AMBASSADOR, SENIOR OFFICERS REACHABLE IN THEIR HOMES 
WILL INCLUDE:

4. CONSULATE MARACAIBO REPORTS THAT THE CITY IS BACK TO 
NORMAL AND THE AIRPORT IS OPEN. THE CONSULATE RECEIVED 
A NUMBER OF CALLS FROM U.S. BUSINESSES CONCERNED ABOUT 
THE SECURITY OF THEIR PERSONNEL (E.G. EXXON). MARACAIBO 
ALSO REPORTS THAT IN THE HEAVIEST FIGHTING, THE BATTLE 
FOR CUARTEL LIBERTADOR, ONLY ONE INJURY WAS REPORTED. 

5. CASUALTIES: MOST OF THE CASUALTIES REPORTED (TOTALS 
UNKNOWN AS OF NOW) REPORTEDLY TOOK PLACE DURING FIGHTING 
NEAR MIRAFLORES AND LA CASONA IN CARACAS. THE SHOOTING 
AT LA CARLOTA AIRFIELD RESULTED IN THE DEATH OF TWO 
REBEL SOLDIERS. 



6. AT 1548, SOME SNIPER FIRE FROM THE 23 DE ENERO SLUM, 
DIRECTED AGAINST LOYALIST SOLDIERS ON THE TERRACE OF THE 
MIRAFLORES PALACE, WAS SHOWN LIVE ON TELEVISION. 
ACCORDING TO LATER TV NEWS, THIS SHOOTING APPARENTLY 
MOTIVATED SOME CONGRESSMEN TO LEAVE THE CONGRESS 
BUILDING A FEW BLOCKS AWAY. WITNESSES EARLIER ON HAVE 
REPORTED THAT SNIPERS AND ENCAPUCHADOS (HOODED PERSONS) 
IN 23 DE ENERO WERE SUPPORTING THE REBEL SOLDIERS BY 
FIRING ON SOLDIERS LOYAL TO THE GOVERNMENT. 
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7. AT 4.00 P.M. THE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE , JONATHAN 
COLE, SAID ON TELEVISION THAT "EVERYTHING IS NORMAL" AND 
HE URGED BUSINESSES TO "OPEN AND OPERATE NORMALLY. 

8. EMBASSY CONTACTED ALL SCHOOLS WITH AMERICAN STUDENTS 
THIS AFTERNOON. THE AMERICAN SCHOOL IN VALENCIA HAS 
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ALREADY DECIDED TO REMAIN CLOSED TOMORROW, BECAUSE (AS 
OF EARLY AFTERNOON TODAY) THE SITUATION WAS BAD LOCALLY, 
WITH LOOTING AND STUDENTS CARRYING WEAPONS. CIC AND 
CAMPO ALEGRE SCHOOL IN CARACAS WILL BE OPEN TOMORROW 
(ASSUMING NO GREAT PROBLEMS DURING THE NIGHT) , BUT 
OPENING LATE SO THAT BUSES DO NOT HAVE TO DRIVE BEFORE 
DAWN.
